Santa Cruz Making 
Plans To Observe 
163rd Birthday 2 


SANTA CRUZ, Sept. 28.—This 
city is today in the throes of hectic 
preparation for the celebration of 
its 163rd Birthday Party, to be held 


Saturday, October 8. 

Santa Cruz’s big annual historic 
natal celebration, starting as a 
simple community affair, has 
grown during the years as an event 
attarcting statewide attention, and 
has drawn recognition as one of 
California’s most cotorful and in- 
teresting annual fiestas. 

“Pioneers” has been selected as 
this year’s Birthday Party theme, 
according to Warren oe bess Ju 
general chairman of the celebration 
committee. According to the spec- 
tacular afternoon street pageant 
and parade will typify the histori- 
cal incidents and personages that 
had to do with the beginning of 
the city when it was still a virtually | 
unexplored area and paid tribute 
to the King of Spain. 

Don Gaspar de Portola and his 
intrepid band of soldiers and mis- 
sionaries who camped on the banks 
of the San Lorenzo River in 1769 | 
and named the site “Santa Cruz”, 
will be brought back to life and will 
march in the great fiesta proces- 
sion. So will General Fremont, ! 
who camped in the hollow of a tree 
in the Santa Cruz Redwood Park 
before California was a state. 
There will be Bret Harte who 
wrote and lived in Santa Cruz for a . 
period. There will be Vasquez and 
Murietta, the bandits, and a great 
host of colorful folk who made 
wondrous history in those heroic 
days. 

The celebration gets under way 
early in the morning with a con- 
ducted tour to city points of his- 
toric interest. Then follows a kid- 
dies’ pet parade. A gigantic pione- 
er barbecue is held at noon and is 
followed by the big historical pa- 
rade. A “Pioneers Day” stage pro- 
duction, followed by a costume ball 
is given in the Casino at the beach 
in the evening.

“While splendid progress has been 
made in improving the traffic fa- 
tility record among children,” said 
Towne,‘ the problem continues to 
demand the constant co-operation 
of every motorist. It is significant 
that children themselves are doing 
as much, if not more, than their 
elders in the way of responding to 
traffic control and using care on the 
streets and highways. This may be 
regarded ag largely responsible for 
the fact that only fifteen per cent 
of the motor deaths during 1931 


|-were in the age group from five to
